Unity and Victory. 


The crisis-hunters will be deeply dis- 
appointed by yesterday's in the 
House of Commons. A political crisis has 
been averted—partly by Mr. Asquith's 
restraint, partly by the House’s common- 
sense, partly by the Prime Minister's 
satisfactory explanation of the aims of the 
Allied War Council, and partly by his dis- 
arming audacity. The Commons showed a 
healthy desire to pass quickly from per- 
sonal controversy to the urgent business of 
the nation, and we shall follow their 
example, Mr. Asquith’s criticism of what 
may be called the irresponsible parts of 
the Prime Minister’ s speech at Paris was 
moderate and effective. He proved clearly, 
we think, that Mr. Lloyd George had been 
unjust to our Generals, our officers, and 
our men. Mie refuted the contention that 
the misfortunes of Serbia, Rumania, and 
Italy were due mainly to the lack of Allied 
unity of control. Ie showed that no such 
unity of control could have prevented the 
unhappy results of the Russian Revoln- 
tion. He reproached with proper warmth 
Mr. Lloyd ‘“George’s sneer at the 
“kilometric standard” of the British 
advance in Flanders. The indictment was 
sound, and Mr, Lloyd George made no 
serious attempt to disprove it. On the 
contrary, he presented a thoroughly 
audacious plea of confession and avoid- 
ance. His defence is simply that of the 
Fat Boy in “ Pickwick ’—that he “ wanted 
to make their flesh creep.” He was 
angered and alarmed by the indifference 
ofthe Allied peoples to the need of unity 

control, He decided, therefore, with 
the utmost deliberation, to make “a dis- 
agreeable speech” which would shock 
them. into a sense of realities. He did 
shock them with a vengeance, and now 
the only cry in three Continents ix “ unity 
of control” In leaving a subject which 
now, we hope, is closed for ever, we 
shall say only that we do not accept this 
defence.

again recommended by the Allied Com- 
manders-in-Chief in July of the present 
year. The Council, then, exists to-day with 
the sanction and approval of the high 
military authorities of all the Allied 
Powers. Before Mr, Lloyd George brought 
the scheme in his pocket to Paris it had 
been studied and approved, line by line, 
by the British War Cabinet.

A Tombstone in France. 


General Pershing has visited the graves 
of the first American soldiers who have 
fallen in the war: they were killed in the 
first week of the present month. The 
United States Commander-in-Chief saw the 
graves covered with floral tributes, and at 
the head of them is the inscription: 

Here rest the first soldiers of the 
great Republic of the’ United States, 
killed on French soil in the fight for 
Justice and Liberty. November 3rd, 
1917. 

In this short sentence is inscribed in- 


delibly the justification of American in- 
tervention. The simple token constitutes 
a monument which will be famous for all 
time in the United States. Those who 
know that country will realise without 
difficulty that November 3rd is destined in

The outbreak of the 
present war, however, found him at 
fifty years of age with the rank of 
colonel. He commanded a brigade in 
France in 1914, a division in Gallipoli in 
1915, and, after holding a command in 
Egypt, assumed, in 1916, the supreme 
command in Mesopotamia. He assumed 
that command at a moment when, after 
the brilliant opening of the campaign, a 
long series of blunders und reverses had 
culminated in the fall of Kut. Before 
his qualities of resource, decision, and 
enterprise, his powers of organisation, his 
indefatigable energy, his flair for leader. 
ship, all the tangled difficulties of that 
lamentable campaign vanished in a few 
months as if.miraculously, The story of 
his triumphal march to Bagdad and 
beyond belongs to the history of this year's 
campaigns.

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE SCHEME. 


A public meeting of master tailors, clothiers, 
outfiiters, and hatters was held in the Chamber 
of Commerce, Dame street, Dublin, last night, 
to consider the steps to be taken to assist the 
Red Cross Fund in aceordance with the scheme 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce. Mr. 
Thomas Mayes presided, and the meeting was 
attended by Mr. H. McLaughlin, Chief Organiser 
of the Red Cross Fund, and Mr. John Good, 
J.P., Hon. Secretary, Dublin Chamber of Com- 
meree. 

Mr. Good explained the salient points of the 
Chamber of Commerce scheme, and the lines 
that they would like it carried through on 
as regards the particular section being dealt 
with that night. Already they had got eighteen 
groups of allied trades, and in five weeks they 
iad raised £4,500 for the Fund. (Applause.) 
It was their duty as citizens to support the 
Fund, and when those present remembered that 
many of their employés who were at the front 
were amongst those who would benefit they 
should respond heartily to the call. 

Mr. H. McLaughlin said that, while the 
Southern provinees of Ireland had subscribed
